PREFATORY  NOTE 


By  the  Rev.  Professor  Donald  Maclean,  D.D. 

The  Scottish  Church  History  Society  was  formed  to  encourage  research 
in  Scottish  Church  History,  and  to  secure  publication  for  suitable  papers 
delivered  at  its  regular  meetings.  The  history  of  the  Christian  Church 
in  Scotland  extends  continuously  over  a long  period  of  time.  While 
research  scholars  have  pushed  the  veil  back  and  brought  to  light  facts 
and  figures  of  importance  to  a fuller  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the 
Church,  much  still  remains  for  the  investigation  of  zealous  and  equipped 
students.  This  is  true  of  the  three  great  periods — Celtic,  Roman,  and 
Reformed.  Such  a fascinating  study  should  appeal  to  a much  wider 
circle  of  interested  people  than  the  list  of  the  Society’s  membership 
discloses.  The  comparatively  small  number  of  members  is  not  creditable 
to  a country  with  such  a rich  and  varied  history  as  that  of  the  Church 
in  Scotland. 

The  present  volume  of  the  Records  is  as  interesting  and  valuable  as 
those  which  have  preceded  it.  It  enriches  the  “ Sources  ” on  which  the 
historian  of  the  future  must  draw. 

Owing  to  failing  health,  Dr.  W.  J.  Couper,  to  whose  enthusiasm  the 
Society  owes  its  origin,  resigned  from  the  Secretaryship  a year  ago.  His 
long  and  devoted  services  were  fittingly  recognized.  Dr.  W.  Cumming 
Thom,  who  acted  as  Treasurer  for  six  years,  succeeded  Dr.  Couper  and 
gave  close  attention  to  the  Society’s  interests.  Dr.  Thom  has  recently 
left  Scotland  to  take  up  the  important  appointment  of  Principal  of  St. 
Andrew’s  College,  Sydney,  and  he  carries  with  him  the  gratitude  and 
best  wishes  of  the  Society. 

The  Editorial  Board,  appointed  last  year,  has  supervised  the  latest 
issue  of  the  Records.  Owing  to  Dr.  Thom’s  departure,  the  task  of  pre- 
paring this  issue  for  the  press  has  largely  devolved  upon  Dr.  J.  T.  Hornsby 
who,  with  the  able  assistance  of  Dr.  Alan  Cant,  has  also  provided  the 
Index  to  the  complete  volume  which  is  now  offered  to  the  members  in 
the  hope  that  it  will  stimulate  still  greater  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Society.
